More for youth from 
Petherton Arts Trust 


T HE NEW chairman of Petherton Arts Trust, 
which runs the David Hall in South Petherton, 
is Jed Dunn who has replaced Anne Shirley 
after a three year period. 

The constitution of the trust is to have a new chair¬ 
man every three years and Mr Dunn, who took over 
in October after the annual general meeting, has a 
plan of action to make his own mark during his term 
in the hot seat. 

A builder with a degree in project management, 
Mr Dunn was a key figure in the major refurbish¬ 
ment of the David Hall, painting the high vaulted 
ceiling and repointing the windows. He said the 
trust was made up of an excellent mixture of people 
with a wonderful range of skill sets, some being 
doers and some enablers who preferred to work be¬ 
hind the scenes. 

"They are brilliant in the work they do," he said. 
"And some just don't want to be the chairman. I 
had a really big involvement in the refurbishment of 
the building, including the balcony work, it was two 
and a half intensive years and I decided to have a 
year out after that.

"One of the things I have become involved in is the 
Boiling Kettle Theatre Company which is based in 
North Petherton at the moment and hoping to 
make this their home.

"They want to work with the local youth and hold 
summer schools and workshops.

" Getting financially secure is a key issue, we have 
no outside funding but we are in a healthy position 
at the moment and I hope after the three years to 
leave a good sound ship so the next person can get 
on with making their mark. I'd like us to have suffi¬ 
cient to run and maintain the building and to be 
able to promote some of the lesser projects and 
newer acts and up-and-coming bands along with 
the sell out gigs. 

"One of the things I'm looking at is holding some 
showcase events to give local bands the opportunity

for a half-hour slot for those who can't necessarily 
hold the whole evening. Pete has excellent contacts 
with the industry and Penny Boole does a superb job 
with the marketing and I've started going to some 
events to see who might suit the hall. 

"Because we have got a nice mix of members we 
can use skills in the right places and we really appre¬ 
ciate our volunteer stewards without whom we 
would struggle there is no doubt.There are all sorts 
of people who just'do'whether it's building mainte¬ 
nance or lighting or the box office. It's just wonder¬ 
ful, they just turn up and do things almost without 
asking and seem tremendously happy to be in¬ 
volved, thanking them is hardly enough." 

Aside from his professional skills, Mr Dunn has 
been involved in Morris dancing for about 35 years 
and played in a band for over 20 years. He is cur¬ 
rently a member of Moonshine, an Appalachian 
band.

MP expresses concern over children's centre closures 


MP David Laws has expressed his concern at Somerset 
County Council’s proposals to close 18 children’s cen¬ 
tres across the county, reducing the total number of 
centres from 41 to 23. 

He has written to the leader of the council, Councillor 
John Osman, to express his concern at the proposals. 

After a full council meeting held on November 20th 
it was announced that individual consultations will be 
carried out for each of the 18 centres that will be af¬ 
fected by the council’s plans. 

Mr Laws said: “I am really concerned that Somerset 
County Council’s proposals would lead to the closure 
of 18 children’s centres in the county, a loss of over 40 
per cent. These centres provide an invaluable service 
for families and children and I do not want to see that 
service compromised. 

“I would urge local residents who have concerns to 
take part in the consultation and get in touch with me. 
I have written to the council about their plans and I 
will be keeping a very close eye on the results of the 
consultation process.” 

“More money for the front-line” and “more opportu¬ 
nities for people to have their say on children’s centre 
services” were confirmed by Somerset County Council 
on November 28th. 

The decision, taken by Councillor Frances Nichol¬ 


son, was to reduce spending on management and ad¬ 
ministration and increase spending on the front-line by 
restructuring the services on an area basis. The council 
has said it was not a decision about the future of any 
individual centre, but confirms the council’s commit¬ 
ment to give people more chance to have their say be¬ 
fore decisions about individual centres are taken. 

Councillor Nicholson said:“I want to be absolutely 
clear that what I have decided today is not about the 
future of individual centres. What I have decided is 
what I told full council last week - that I have split the 
decision - and this is just the first part. 

“I have decided today to restructure the service so 
that less money is spent on management and admin, 
and more is spent on the front-line services that people 
need and value. We would not create a new service that 
spends more than half of its budget on management, 
admin and buildings. 

“I believe the vast majority of people will support 
this and if we are to get more help to the families that 
need it most, things need to change. 

“In terms of individual centres, we will be revising 
plans and carrying out local consultation, appropriate 
to the significance of any proposed change, before any 
decisions about individual centres are taken. 

“Until this has happened I cannot speculate on what

How to roast turkey perfectly 


A generous smear of butter and a few 
onions are all that are necessary in this easy 
recipe. 

Ingredients: 

100g/3y2oz butter, softened 
2 tsp sea salt 

2 tsp freshly ground black pepper 
4.5kg/10lb turkey, with giblets removed 
and cavity wiped clean 

3 large onions, halved 

Method: 

The bird should be prepared the night 
before. Mix the butter with the salt and 
freshly ground black pepper, then season 
the cavity of the bird. 

Rub the butter mix all over the turkey. 
Fold a large piece of greaseproof paper to 
double thickness and lay over the breast to 
protect it during the cooking. 

Leave it in the fridge overnight. 

On the day you wish to serve the bird 
heat the oven to 220C/430F/Gas 7. 

Take the turkey out of the fridge and 
allow it to come to room temperature 
while the oven is heating up. 

Put the onions in a large roasting tray. Put 
the turkey on a trivet or wire rack in the 
tray. 

Pour one cup of boiling water into the 
cavity of the bird and seal with a skewer. 
Pour two cups of boiling water into the 


bottom of the tin, then cover the whole 
thing with two layers of foil, making sure it 
is well sealed around the edges. 

Cook for 20 minutes, then reduce the 
temperature to 200C/400F/Gas 6. 

After IV 2 hours, remove the foil and 
greaseproof paper. 

Cook for a further 40 minutes and don't 
open the oven door until the cooking time 
is up. 

To test whether the turkey is cooked, in¬ 
sert a skewer or knife blade into the point 


where the thigh joins the breast - the juice 
should run clear. 

If it is pink, cook it for another 20 minutes 
and test again. Leave the turkey to rest in 
a warm place for at least 15 minutes before 
carving. 

Strain the juice from the bottom of the tin 
into a large jug - the fat will rise to the top, 
leaving the aromatic turkey and onion be¬ 
neath. 

Skim off the fat use the juices to make a 
gravy or serve as it is.

The all-electric Volkswagen e-up! 
goes on sale on Monday 2 Decem¬ 
ber priced at £19,250 (including 
£5,000 Government grant or 
£24,250 on the road). Customers 
wishing to take the lead with this 
innovative city specialist will be 
able order their e-up! from one of 
24 Volkswagen EV specialist retail¬ 
ers across the UK, with the first de¬ 
liveries expected at the end of 
January. 

Based on the multi-award-win¬ 
ning up! city car, the e-up! comes in 
one high-specification trim level. 
With zero tailpipe emissions, a 
range of up to 93 miles in optimum 
conditions, and a standard full 
charge taking less than nine hours 
from a standard 230-Volt, 2.3 kW 
household socket, the five-door e- 
up! is as practical as it is environ¬ 
mentally friendly. 

The e-up!'s AC electric motor pro¬ 
duces 60 kW/82 PS and 210 Nm of 
torque. The lithium-ion battery is 
rated at 374 Volts and 18.7 kWh. 
Depending on driving style, charge 
level and ambient conditions, it has 
a maximum potential range of 93 
miles. As well as a standard driving 


mode, the e-up! has two economy 
profiles as standard:'Eco'and'Eco+'. 
'Eco'cuts the vehicle's peak power 
to 50 kW, reduces the output of the 
air conditioning system and modi¬ 
fies the throttle response. 'Eco-i-' 
limits maximum power to 40 kW, 
further modifies the throttle re¬ 
sponse and disables the air condi¬ 
tioning. 

On top of these different operat¬ 
ing modes, the range of the e-up!

I must mention Ed Upson after 
my negative comments last time. A 
much better performance from 
him and really unlucky with the bit 
of his game he is good at; scoring 
spectacular goals. 

His 30-yard effort that struck the 
face of the crossbar as it dipped 
over the'keeper was absolutely su¬ 
perb and deserved a goal, which 
would probably have killed the 
game off. 

It is vital now that Yeovil beat 
Charlton Athletic on Saturday, oth¬ 
erwise all this would have been in 
vain.
